Zelaya left him the 
legacy of an empty treasury and soon 
after President Madriz had publicly 
announced in effect that the country 
was practically on the verge of bank- 
ruptey, the arres tof Joaquin Passos, 
Zelayva's son-in-law, and Ernesto Mar- 
tinez, Zelaya’s last finance minister, 
wae ordered. They are now in the 
hands of the authorities, charged with 
misappropriation of public funds, fail- 
ure to register government bonds and 
the circulation of .unsigned paper 
money. 

Francisco Baca, who has replaced 
Dr. Julian Irias as minister general, is 
preparing a decree establishing a 
commission for the purpose of revoking 
the franchises under which a score of 
monopolies, given to individuals by 
Zelaya, have been operated. 

Vast Sums for Zelaya. 

These monopolies poured into Zela- 
purse vast sums of money, for, 
while they were ostensibly in the 
bands of others, it was to the former 
president that the greater portion of 
the returns was transferred. Passos 
was looked upon as the creator of 
these monopolies and the dummy utiliz- 
ed by Zelaya to cover his large stock 
interest therein. His arrest has been 
enthusiastically received. 

Santos Ramirez, Zelaya’s chief of 
telegraph, has also been arrested. He 
is charged with having sent a telegram 
in the name of President Madriz, or- 
dering the government troops to aban- 
don their strong positions.

Bluefields, December 22.—( Delayed in 
Transmission)—-~On the first forward 
movement of General Estrada’s forces 
to engage the government troops 
around Hama, the American officials 
here took steps to care fof the wound- 
ed. Thomas P. Moffat, consul at Blue- 
fields, and Commander John H. Shipley, 
of the cruiser Des Moines, established 
a hospital by converting the huge 
rooms of a two-story empty building 
into wards. Operating tables and all 
surgical accessories were transferred 
to the building, so that the wounded 
would receive proper treatment. Con- 
sul Moffat and Commander Shipley. as- 
sisted by other naval officers, worked 
all night. ; 

All efforts were directed to making 
room for a large number of wounded 
brought from Rama. Blankets and 
cots were furnished by General Es- 
trada and food and medicines were 
landed from the cruisers. The steam- 
er Imperator, which arrived a few 
days ago from New Orleans was placed 
at the service of General Fistrada by 
the steamship company and it pro- 
ceeded up the river to bring the in- 
jured and prisoners here.

POSTAL DEFICIT 


Uncle Sam Carries the 
Mails at Heavy Loss. 


Postmaster General Hitchcock 
Tells of Deficit and_ the 
Reasons for It---Second-Class 
Mail and Rural Delivery 
Causes of the Deficit. 


Washington, December 26.—Confront- 
ed with a deficit of $17,479,770, the 
present administration of the postof- 
fice department began its operations. 
This was the largest deficit in the his- 
tory of the postal service. So long as 
the deficit in the department aggre- 


gated only a. few millions of dollars 
annually, little attention was paid to 
it: but when, in the last years, it 
leaped to upward of $10,000,000, and 
finally, in 1909, exceeded $17,000,000, 
‘ordinary business prudence suggest- 
-ed that the causes be definitely lo- 
| cated.” 
| Reasons for the Deficit. 

These are statements in the annual 
report of Postmaster General Frank 
H. Hitchcock made public today, con- 
cerning the results of inquiries into 
the deficit. The postmaster general 


Says: 
“Recent investigations have shown 
that the two great sources of loss to 
the postal revenues are second-class 
mail matter and rural delivery. 
“The loss on second-class mail mat- 


ter has been increasing for many 
vears, until it now amounts to $64,- 
000,000. 

“The loss from rural delivery, a serv- 
ice begun hardly a dozen years ago 
and of unprecedented growth, reaches 
as high as $28,000,000. 

“In these two items alone the postal 
service now suffers an annual loss of 
more than the entire national deficit 
of the last fiscal year. 

“Simultaneously with the growing 
deficit in the postal service, the na- 
tion’s income suffered last year a seri- 
ous depletion incident to the financial 
depression. Thus it happened that 
the department's drafts on the treas- 
ury were heaviest at a time when the 
public funds were lowest. This has ac- 
centuated the importance of the postal 
deficit, making it conspicuOus among 
the losses to be met by the president's 
plan of reducing expenditures in all 
executive departments. 

“Since the opening of the administra- 
tion the: postmaster general and his as- 
sistants have adopted measures in con- 
formity with the president’s policy of 
retrenchment, and these measures are 
being put into effect with substantial ! 
results, as will be shown in this report. | 

To Keep Service Efficient. ) 

‘It should be stated with emphasis, | 
however, that economy is not to be; 
enforced at the cost of efficiency.

“Only such measures of economy 
will be adopted, therefore, as can be 
made a consistent part of a general 
program, having for its chief object the 
improvement of the personnel, the form | 
of organization, and the business meth- 
ods of the postal establishment. 

“The most striking fact disclosed by | 
recent investigations is the tremendous | 
loss on account of second-class mail. 
While this class of mail provides a 
revenue of little more than 1 per cent | 
a pound, the cost to the government for ! 
its handling and transportation aver- 
ages 9.232 cents a pound. The annual 
loss thus incurred, as already stated, 
is about $64,000,000. The growth in 
the quantity of second-class matter 
sent through the mails has been ex- 
traordinary. Since the passage of the 
act of 1879 prescribing conditions un- 
der which publications may be mailed 
at second-class rates, the weight of 
such matter has been inrceased more 
than 1,300 per cent. Last year it 
amounted to over 700,000,000 pounds. 
By the weighing of 1907, second-class 
matter was shown to corpstitute 63 per 
cent of all domestic mail, and yet it 
yielded only about 5 per cent of the 
postal revenue. The loss on second- | 
class matter was greater than the | 
profits on all classes of mail combined. | 
It exceeded the total amount paid the'! 
railways for mail transportation. 


Cost of Handling Magazines. 
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“Magazines and-Other periodical pub- {through the mails, and to lessen the 


comprise about 60 per cent of the sec- 
ond-class mail. The magazine alone 
forms about 20 per cent. Magazines 
proper, because of the long average 
haul, show a cost of more than 5 cents 
a pound for transportation, while in 
the case of daily newspapers, for 
which the average distance of distri- 
bution is much less, the transporta- 
tion cost is under 2 cents a poynd. 
“The annual loss on third-class mail 
is something over $3,000,000. The mail 
matter carried free under congression- 
al franks cost the government annually 
about a half million dollars. A 
greater loss—abcut two and a quarter 
millions annually—results from the 
free handling of official mail for ex- 
ecutive departments other than the 
postoffice department. The annual cost 


of handling the free official mail of 


the postoffice department is estimated 
at about $33,000,000. If the several 
branches of the federal government 
were made to bear their proper share 
of the expense of transporting and 
handling official mail, greater care 
would be taken, no doubt, in the exer- 
cise of the franking privilege, and 
some saving to the government would 
accordingly result. The wisdom of 
doing away entirely with the franking 
privilege or official mail has been sug- 
gested, but this is a matter for con- 
gress to determine. Such a plan would 
relleve the postoffice department of a 
heavy expense it is now obliged to in- 
cur in the handling of free mail for 
other branches of the government es- 
tablishment. 
Rural Delivery Service. 


“The rural delivery service has de- 
veloped in twelve years from an exper- 
iment, requiring an appropriation of 
$40,000, to one of the largest branches 
of the postal establishment, with an 
annual expenditure exceeding $35,000,- 
000. The postage on matter mailed on 
rural routes is estimated at about_$7,- 
000,000. The importance of this ser- 
vice to a large number of people its 
fully appreciated. It brings the farms 
and villages into closer communication 
with commercial and educational cen- 
ters. It encourages the improvemént 
of country roads.

What Postal Service Needs. 


“In one respect, the posta! service Is 
susceptible of marked improvement. 
It needs mere effective system of su- 
pervision. Over 60,000 offices scatter- 
ed throughout the length and breadth 
of the land are directly dependent on 
the department at Washington for 
instructions, for authority to make ex- 
penditures and for supplies. It would 
geem to be an excellent plan to make 
large city postoffices the centers of 
convenient postal areas by giving city 
postmasters supervisory authority over 
the smaller offices of the neighbor- 


fairness. 


“The department's recommendation 
for the establishment of postal savings 
banks is earnestly renewed. As, 98 
per cent of the savings of the people 
are deposited in the banks of fpurteen 
states, the need for additional sav- 
ings depositories for other parts of the 
country is apparent. These portions of 
the United States now wanting in such 
facilities could be readily supplied 
through fe instrumentality of a pos- 
tal savings system. 

“Of the vessels carrying mails to the 
Orient more than 70 per cent fly for- 
eign flags, while not a single steam- 
ship now carrying our mails to Austra- 
lasia and to South America, except the 
north coast, flies the American flag. 
These parts of the world are of great 
commercial importance, and the main- 
tenance of frequent, fast and regular 
mail service would be the first step in 
establishing closer trade relations with 
them. Contracts for service to these 
countries can not be secured under 
the present law. More liberal remun- 
eration is necessary. Legislation 
should be cnacted granting adequate 
mall pay to American steamships on 
routes of this character.

In an article entitled “The Spirit of 

America,” in the January American 
Magazine, Henry Van Dyke quotes Mr. 
Andrew Carnegie on the subject of the 
tariff, as follows: 
“T remember what the greatest iron- 
master of America-—Mr. Andrew Car- 
negie—said to me in 1892, when I was 
traveling with him in Egypt. It was 
in the second term of Cleveland's ad- 
ministration, when the prospect of tar- 
iff reduction was imminent I asked 
him if he was not afraid that the duty 
on steel would be reduced to a point 
that would ruin his business. ‘Not a 
bit,’ he answered, ‘and I have told the 
president so. The tariff was made for 
the protection of infant. industries, But 
the steel business of Amertea is not 
an infant. It is a giant. It can take 
care of itself.’ Since that time the 
United States Steel Corporation has 
been formed with a capitalization of 
nearly fifteen hundred million dollars 
of bonds and stock, and the import 
duty on manufactured ironand steel is 
45 per cent ad valorem.”

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TAFT’S HOLIDAY CLEMENCY 
GIVES GEORGIAN FREEDOM 


(From New York Sun.) 

Washington, December 25.—Presi- 
dent Taft has written finis to one of 
the most remarkable cases in thg hig- 
tory of American criminal jurispru- 
dence, if the opinions of’°judges and 
attorneys may be taken as a criterion. 
It was a case of conspiracy and mur- 
der in which a little backwoods law- 
yer tried to become the ruler of a 
domain of 300,000 acres of farm and | 
timber land in southern Georgia. 

In it were crafty men and simple. 
The man who suffered most of all was 
just a boy when the crime of murder 
caused the house of cards which those 
who used him had built to tumble in 
the dust. After nineteen years in a 
federal prison he will be a free man 
within a few days.

After he came out from his confine- 
ment Hall ran for the legislature and 
was elected on a “squatter” platform. 
He, with Wright Lancaster, who was 
sheriff of Telfair county; Lem Burch, 
a squatter, and a man named Louis 
Knight, entered into a conspiracy to 
murder Forsythe. Lancaster was to 
pay the murderer or murderers $200. 
Hall was to give $100, Burch, $200 and 


Knight $100. © 

On the night of October 7, 1890, Rich 
Lowry, a mulatto with Indian blood 
in his veins, and Charles Clements, the 
man pardoned by President Taft, set 
out to kill Forsythe, who lived at the 
little village of Normandale. Clements 
became frightened or repented when 
some distance from Forsythe’s home 
and refused to go near it. Lowry went 
ahead, stepped up on the lumberman’s 
frent porch and emptied a shotgun 
loaded with buckshot into the back of 


the papers 


, for jumping 


Forsyth’s head as he sat reading and | 
smoking. 


A month later all of the conspirators 
and Clements were in the hands of the 
authorities. Lowry escaped and was 
never heard from. The officials have 
believed ever since that he probably | 
Was put out of the way by his fellow 
conspirators, although this never wae 
shown. At the trial of Lancaster, 
Hall and Clements were convicted of 
conspiracy and murder. Lancaster was 
pardoned in March, 1901, by President 
McKinley and Hall died in prison. At 
the trial A. O. Bacon, now senator from 
Georgia, and Charles W. Bartlett. now 
a representative in congress from that 
State, were counse? for Lancaster. 

Since the time the trio were sent to 
the Ohio federal penitentiary there 
have been at least ten petitions asking 
that executive clemency be exercised 
for Clements. One of these was sign- 
ed by nine of the jurors who acted 
at the trial. 

It was alleged in the petitions that 
Clements ves under duress when he 
went with Lowry. Furthermore it was; 
shown that Lancaster, who was sheriff. 
should have placed Clements in custody 
bail in another county, 


and that instead he held tnis over the 
boy and probably used it as a club: 
when the ccnspiracy was formed. | 
United States District Attorney Er- | 
win, who conducted the case for the 
government, made a lasting reputation | 
for himself in handling it. It was by| 
his presentation that it was heard in| 
the federal court and not in the state 
courts, where possiblv the chance of 
conviction would have been much 
sme ller. Cne ofr the circuit court 
judges who was familiar with the case 
called it one of the greatest judicial 
victories in the history of American 
jurisprudence. 
President also pardoned six 
other men. The president also re- 
stored civil rights in three cases to 
men who had served time, but who had 
shown conclusively that they had re- 
formed and were leading good lives. 
Two full-blooded Cherokee Indians 
were among the pardoned. James and 
Lincoln Wolfe were sentenced to life 
imprisonment by the United States 
court for the northern district of the 
Indian Territory in April, 1906. They) 
had been convicted of the murder of!

CHRISTMASTIDE 


New York, December 26.—(Special.) 
Christmas day (for 
Samuel I. Clemens, the world-famed 
humorist, who has made millions 
laugh. Broken health and his only 
surviving daughter in Burope, the 
alone in his 
home at Redding. Conn., with the dead 
body of his daughter, Miss Jean Clem- 
ens, who was found drowned in a bath 
tub in her father’s home. 

Mark Twain is Known the world 
over a laugh-maker. Christmas day he 
sat shaking with the grief. The year 
climaxed his bad fortunes with a blow 
he could hardly stand. 

This has, indeed, been @ heart- 
shattering year for Mr. Clemens. The 
infirmities of old age have overcome 
him, for, at 74, his age, the ailments 
of flesh eat greater ravages than 
they do in younger years. He had 
just returned from Betmuda, where he 
hoped to repair his health when the 
last blow fell. 

The first misfortune of the year 
came in the death of H. H. Rogers, for 
many years the closest friend of Mr. 
Clemens. It was Rogers who helped 
out the humorist when difficulties 
overtook’ him, and placed him upon 
his feet again. Clemens was always 
the companion of Mr. Rogers in cruises 
through the West Indles 


It was a sad 


Following the death of Mr. Rogers 


came litigation and unpleasant stories 
subsequent to the marriage of Mr. 
Clemens’ private secretary. The writer 
had given her some real estate as a 
wedding present and in return for the 
great aid she had lent in his literary 
work. Then newspaper stories began 
to appear that Miss Clara Clemens 
was jealous of her father’s attitude to- 
wards the erstwhile secretary. This 
brought the young woman hurrying 
home from Europe, and she imme- 
diately returned to Mr. Clemens his 
gift. 

Miss Clara Clemens shortly § after- 
wards was married to Osip Gabrilo- 
witsch, the musician. Immeriately aft- 
erwards Mr. Gabrilowitsch fell ill of 
appendicitis, and it was thought that 
he would die. In the meantime, some 
one characterized by Mrs. Gabrilowit- 
isch as her enemies, inspired newspa- 
per stories by advertising a reward 
for information to show the where- 
abouts of a former accompanist of Mr. 
Gabrilowitsch. 


In due time the young musician re- 
covered, and he and his wife have 
just arrived in Europe. 

There was never a chapter so sad 
written in a tragedy as has fallen in 
the life of Mark Twain during the 
year just closing. The man who has 


amused thousands, who has caused a 
laugh to echo round the world, may 
perhaps never smile again.

refer you to Director H. H. Harrington, 
of your state experiment station, at 
College Station, Texas. He knows, or 
should know, the character and compo- 
sition of a fertilizer that would give, 
best results on the soils of a known 
section. In northeast Texas, along the 
railway from Texarkana some distance 
westward to Dallas. the country and 
soil seem very like middle Georgia; but 
I do not know whether or no the same 
type of soils extends.as far southward 
as Smith county. If of the same char- 
acter then formulas No. 1 and 2, for 
eccrn and cotton, as advised for the 
worn soils of middle Georgia, would an- 
swer for your soil. The fertilizer of 
which you give the analysis (I have 
is 
very similar to a commonly used brand 
here known as_8—2—2, and .would an- 
swer very well for cotton, and possibly 
for corn also, the fact that your soil is 
inclined to “make too much stalk” in- 
dicating that it does not require a 
highly nitrogenous fertilizer for either 
eorn or cotton. 

If the oak ashes have been kept dry 
they are werth about half as much 
per ton as kainit. I advise you to con- 
sult Director Harrington. 

Your 8.50—1.65—3.00 fertilizer, cost- 
ing you $36 a ton, could be had in 
Georgia for not exceeding $18 to $20 
per ton cash. Meal is worth $32 per 
ton. . Acid phosphate $14 to $16 a ton. 
[I would not mix acid phosphate and 
ashes together unless both be properly 
dry, but put them in the soil sepa- 
rately. 

I would break the last 8 inches deep 
4s soon as practicable. Then, two 
weeks or more before planting throw 
it into broad beds as far apart as 
your intended rows—both for corn and 
cotton—putting in your fertilizer at 
this time and plant on the center of 
the beds after running a harrow over 
them from end to end, taking care to 
have open a good water furrow in fin- 
ishing the beds. This will help to dry 
out the soil and warm it. 


IRISH POTATO FORMULA. 

M. E. S., Quitman, Ga.—I am going to 
plant ten acres in Irish potatoes next 
spring for early market. Please advise 
meas to what fertilizerI should use to 
make a success. I came from South 
Carolina here, and here in Brooks 
county there seems to be a great deal 
of ammonia already in the land. 

Answer—A very good fertilizer for 
Irish potatoes is a mixture of equal 
parts of acid phosphate, cotton meal 
and kainit, applying from 600 to 1,000 
pounds, or more, per acre, some weeks 
before planting time, in deep furrows, 
and listing on it. In using the above, 
I would apply about 50 pounds per 
acre of nitrate of soda as a top-dress- 
ing. scattering it along the rows of 
plants when they arecoming up freely, 
observing to apply it when the plants 
are not wet with dew or rain. 

But a more scientific formula is as 
follows:

The whole amount of the formula 
may be applied to two or three acres. 
The acid phosphate and potash should 
be applied a week or two before plant- 
ing. in deep, wide furrows (3 feet 
apart), well mixed with the soil of the 
furrow. and listed or bedded on. The 
The nitrate of soda reserved should 
be applied as a top or side dressing. 
applying about 50 or 75 per pounds per 
as already directed, and the re- 
mainder in one or two equal applica- 
in 2 weeks and 4 weeks. If the 
formula is to be applied to 3 
then you will have about 167 
of nitrate of soda for each 
acre, savy 50 pounds, when the plants

Bone 
phosphate it contains, What is the 
difference in this bone phosphate. 
which comes from animal bone or 
matter, and the phosphate contained in 
ordinary mined phosphate rock? Your 
reply to the above will be much appre- 
ciated. 

Answer—You are somewhat in er- 
ror in your idea that tankage contains 
but “the one jngrediént—bone phos- 
phate.” On the contrary, oftener than 
otherwise, tankage contains a larger 


percentage of nitrogen than of phos- 
| phate of Mme, and is therefore quite 


generally considered (and so classed) 
as a nitrogenous material. In fact, 
however, there are two distinct kinds 
of tankage—first, “concentrated” tank- 
age which carries from 10 to 12 per 
cent of nitrogen and very little phos- 
phate; and second “crushed” tankage, 
which is of various grades ranging 
from 4 to 9 per cent of nitrogen, and 
from 3 to 12 per cent of phosphoric 
acid. Some products are sold under 
the name of tankage which contain 
much more than the maximum of phos- 
phoric acid and much less than the 
minimum of nitrogen above given and 
which should be classed as bone rather 
than as tankage. Tankage varies so 
much In its contents of nitrogen and 
phosphoric acid that in the trade it 
is always sold On the basis of its 
composition. Neither the nitrogen nor 
the phosphoric acid of tankKage is so 
promptly available to a crop as are 
the same ingredients when presented. 
in the form of nitrate of soda, sulphate 
of ammonia or even in the form of 
cotton seed meal and dried i. blood. 
Therefore, it is not wise to use tank- 
age alone on a quick-growing crop, as 
a source of either nitrogen or phos- 
phoric acid, unless, indeed, the tankage 
shall be put in and well mixed with the 
soll several weeks before the crop shall 
be planted. The safer practice would 
be not to apply it alone on any crop. 

The chemica] difference between 
phosphoric acid in tankage and that in 
acid phosphate is that in tankage (and 
bone generally) the phosphoric acid is 
united with lime as a tri-calcic phos- 
phate (which is not immediately solu- 
ble), while in acid phosphate it is in 
the form of monocalcic phosphate 
(which is quite soluble and therefore 
immediately available). But while the 
phosphoric actd of ground phosphate 
rock (untreated with sulphuric acid) 
is also tri-calcic and insoluble, it is 
not so available, or does not so readily 
become available, to 
former. 


FERTILIZING CORN IN TEXAS. 


W. F. Messer, Whitehouse, Texas—I 
wish to plant a few acres to corn and 
cotton. Would like to have your’ ad- 
fice as to fertilizer and preparation of 
soil, Land original growth red oak, 
las grown seven cropm slopes north- 
east, tolerably stiff, inclined to be wet 
and cold in the spring, soll 4 to 8 
inches deep. Red clay subsoik inclined 
to make too much stalk. Will make 
half bale cotton and 20 bushels corn to 
the acre without fertilizer. Do you 
think it advisable to subsoil this land? 
I had the same kind of land in toma- 
toes this year and raised 600 crates per 
acre with the use of 400 pounds of 
fertilizer, with the following analysis: 

Available phosphate acid, 8.50 per 
cent. 

‘Nitrogen, 1.65 per cent. 

Potash, 3.00 per cent. 

‘This fertilizer cost here $36 per ton. 
I can get cotton seed mea! at $34 
per ton, phosphate at $22. Oakwood 
ashes burned twelve months ago i: 
furnace at $1 per ton. Could I make 
good fertilizer by mixing the three” 
Or would you advise the above ready 
mixed and, if either, how much per 
acre and how would you prepare the 
seed bed? We have not used commer- 
clal fertilizers here long, and when I 
read your letters and answers to other 
farmers I become enthused and think 
I have gained much knowledge, but 
when it comes to the fertilizer, or 
rather when I go to our market after 
it, with your formulas I cannot get gl! 
the ingredients, and don’t know what 
to substitute with. and when I can 
ompare your formulas to the ready-

You may be able to get a 
10—-4 acid and potash, and by adding to 
each 200-pound bag 39-pounds sulphate 
vou will get a mixture correspond- 
ing to the proportions in the formula 
given. but of a little lower grade. Now 
provide about 70 pounds of nitrate of 
soda and vou will have it about right, 
or. sav. 200 pounds of 10—4, 30 
pounds of sulphate (or muriate) and 
70 pounds: of nitrate—300 pounds in 
all. he sulphate is preferable to the 
muriate because it makes more palata- 
ble potatores. " 


FORMULATING FERTILIZERS. 

P. Cc. Dyess, Bassfield, Miss.—Wil! 
you please give me a formula for mak- 
ing a good cottcn and corn fertilizer. I 
nav manure, leaves, etc. I do 
not understand the per cent, such as 
14 per cent ~- While I know mostly what 
ingredients are used—lime, phosphate 
and nitrate and muriate of potash. (2) 
How can we order these ingredients, 
and where from, so as to make trans- 
pertation reasonable? I would appre- 
ciate any information you can give in 
explanation of the analysis of phos- 
phates, as I read everything concern- 
ing it, but do not thorough understand 
the per cent term. Can you recom- 
mend any book or periodical I could 
get to explain this? Hoping to hear 
through early mail, if possible. 

Answer: (1) For many years past * 
have published my standard formulas 
for home-mixing of fertilizers, accom- 
panied by suggestions for modifying 
the same according to character and 
ccndition of the soil to which the fer- 
tilizer is to be applied. For corn and 
cotton on old, middle Georgia uplands, 
the following are republished:

IMPROVING LAND. LIMING LAND. 

John McLendon, Banks, Ala.—I very 
nee desire your advice onthe follow- 
ng: I wish to improve some sandy 
upland for cotton. I was thinking of 
using pinestraw and Oak-leaf mold 
Plowed in with a sprinkling of fresh 
lime in the fall. Would the lime be 
beneficial or not? I thought it would 
decompose the litter. but some say 
lime will destroy ammonia and kill 
land. Please advise me. Please iet 
me know whether to use lime or not. 

Answer—Without doubt Mme scat- 
tered on forest leaves in furrows open- 
ed for the purpose would Sreatly fa- 
cilitate the rotting of such material 
But. whether the benefit would be suf- 
ficient to justify such use of leaves 
etc., and lime, would depend largely on 
the cost of the lime, the character of 
the soil, etc. As a rule I do not 
heartily indorse the method you pro- 
pose. In the first place it would be 

robbing Peter to pay Paul,” or taking 
the natural fertility from the forest 
and adding it to the cleared land. It 
is a slow and laborious method at best. 
Yet under favorable conditions it may 
be advisable, such as nearness of such 


more important quéstion is the cost of 
the lime, which should not be over $6 
a ton delivered at your nearest rail- 
road depot. It should be remembered 
that only very rarely is Mme bene- 
ficial by supplying, directly, plant 
food. Nearly every soil contains a 
superabundance of lime for supplying 
the crop. Its application to a _ soil. 
therefore, confers only an indirect 
benefit, by rendering inert soil in- 
gredients more available and by im- 
i pga the physical condition of the 
soil. 

The subject of liming the soil is too 
large a one to be satisfactorily dis- 
cussed in a short reply to a !etter. I 
advise you to. send $1 to the ‘MacMi!- 
lan Company,’ New York city. for 
copy of a book entitled “The Fertility 
of the Land,”’ by Roberts. It not onlv 
discusses the subject pretty fully, but 
also contains a great deal of informa- 
tion on farming and should be in the 
hands of every farmer. 

I would advise you to adopt a regu- 
lar system of rotation of crops. in- 
cluding the growing of small grain 
(oats), followed by cowpeas, cover 
crops sown in the fall on cotton stub- 
ble, pea stubble and other fields that 
would otherwise lie bare during the 
winter: thesé to be turned under in 
early spring. I believe you can grow 
on the land itself the needed supply of 
vegetable matter (humus) more cheap- 
ly.and effectively than you can supply 
by hauling Teaves from the woods. 

It is true, that lime will liberate 
ammonia, but there is no ammonia in 
your land unless you shall have ap- 
plied thoroughly rotted stable manure 
to it. If you shall use lime as you 
suggest, it would be safer to buy the 
quick lime and airslake it by deposit- 
ing it in smal! heaps about over the 
field, these heaps to bé covered with 
an inch or so of soil for several weeks 
before distributing it. 


COMPOSTING COARSE BEDDING. 

J. T. G.. Pine View, Ga.—Please give 
me the necessary information through 
The Constitution as soon as possible. 
I have a large mule and also a large 
cow barn. in which I made heavy beds 
last spring (after removing the 
manure), of pine straw. I didn’t cut 
it up or pulverize it very well before 
I threshed oats in June, so I hauled 
tons of the oat straw in and put on 
top of the pine straw. So deep it all 
was until I cannot use this coming 
season, unless aided by some chemical. 
Now, the manure and straw are all 
mixed up together. Please give me a 
remedy, if there is one, the way to 
compost, the proper chemicals to use 
to make the very best cotton compost, 
where I can get the .chemicals, the 
price of same, and could I hope to so 
decompose the shucks, corn cobs, pine 
needles and oats straw so that I may 
put it out through the common guano 
distributers? Also, what would be the 
market value of mixture, and could I 
with safety put it up under the barns 
on the ground floor? 

Answer—Have you read my editorial 
on “Stable Manure,” etc.; in The Con- 
stitution of November 22 (just pass-¢ 
ed)? Probably you have not, else you 
would have made some reference to the 
views expressed in regard to handling 
of stable manure. I quote one para- 
graph from that article, which is the 
keynote fundamental: 

‘It is now pretty generally conceded 
that the most economical and effective 
way to use stable manure is to haul 
it direct from the stalls to the flelds 
and spread it broadcast, or scatter in 
open furrows and plow it under at 
once, or as soon as possible. It will 
be an easy matter to add subsequent- 
ly the acid phosphate and potash and 
—probably—cotton seed meal, or other 
nitrogenous ingredient, in the several 
quantities sufficient—with the stable 
manure already applied—to properly 
balance the total.” 

If you failed to read that article, I 
suggest that you send 5 cents to The 
Constitution for a copy of the dally or 
the weekly edition of that date. You 
could get the coarse mass that you 
now have in-«your stalls, or stable, 
into proper mechanical condition, by 
composting with air-slaked lime, in- 
terstralified at the rate, say, of 3 or 4 
bushels of lime to a ton of the coarse, 
material. But one effect of the lime 
to dissipate the ammonia, 
which would be one of the gaseous 
results of the decomposition that 
would be set up in the mass. This 
might be prevented by incorporating 
with the compost some kainit. On the 
whole, I would prefer to haul out the 
stuff, spread it as well as possible and 
plow it under. This should be done as 
soon as may be convenient. Subse- 
quently, the .proper amounts of acid 
phosphate, potash and cotton meal (or 
other nitrogenous ingredient) may be 
added in opened furrows and covered 
at leisure. These amounts are given 
in formulas Nos. 1 and 2 (with which 
you are doubtless familiar), without 
reference to the coarse material, or 
possibly a reduction in the amount of 
cotton meal, according to your judg- 
ment All needed ingredients may 
doubtless be had in your own city.

WINTER RYE IN MISSISSIPPI. 


Cc. C. Roberts, Dixon, Miss.—I have 
become very much interested in the 


growing of winter rye for pasture cover 


crop and the raising of my own seed, if 
possible. 

T have sandy land, with good clay 
subsoil.from six to twelve inches. 

I have some 12 acres this fall, about 
five of which was planted in October 


on a pea atubble. 


This land produces from three- 


fCurths to one bale Of cotton per acre} around at her side, lies 


under average weather conditions, 
with good cultivation and moderate 
fertilization. 

What time in the spring could this 
be cut for seed purpose, also wha 
time should it be cut for hay? 

About what amount of seed could I 
expect, if the rye does fairly well? 

Tell something of its growth 
Georgia. 

Answer: I do not know the latitude 
of your farm, but in the latitude of 
Griffin rye is ready to cut the last 
week in May or first week in June— 
according to character or forwardness 
of the particular season. Rye is nota 
desirable crop for making hay for two 
reasons: (1) It makes a coarse, rather 
unpalatable hay at best, and (2) if cut 
at time other small grain is usually cut 
for hay—cr in the milk or dough stage 
of the grain—the awns (‘beard’) are 
exceedingly objectionable as I have 
realized in my personal experience. 

Ten to fifteen bushels per acre is a 
fairly good yield of rye on good land. 

As a winter cover crop rye has the 
merit of growing more freely, perhaps 
than any other crop suitable for the 
purpose, on ordinary and thin soils, 
and is a good soil binder. This grain 
is sown to a considerable extent in 
Georgia as a cover and grazing crop 
and to a limited extent only for seed. 
Most farmers who sow it for these 
purposes buy their seed. “Georgia- 
grown” rye seed are thought to be 
better than any—certainly far better 
than northern or northwestern seed. 
I have found it a desirable crop for 
green-solling when seeded heavily (2 
bushels per acre) on rich soil in Sep- 
tember or October. 


LOT MANURB, COTTON SEED AND 
POTASH COMPOST. 

WwW. J. Pool, Sumner, Ga.—Will you 
tell me through The Constitution how 
to mix cotton seed, lot manure (made 
of wiregrass cut from the woods and 
put in the lot)? I want to use straight 
potash in the compost. Please tell me 
how to put it up and how much pot- 
ash it will reauire per ton. When 
would be the best time to pen the stuff 
up and which, corn or cotton, will it 
suit best? Also, how much it will take 
of the above per acre on corn and also 
on cotton. 

Answer: If you had read my edi- 
torial in The Constitution of November 
22, you would have realized that I 
am not prepared to advise such a 
mixture as you propose. In other 
words, I do not advise the composting 
of lot manures with anything in the 
barn yard. Haul out your lot manure 
and spread and plow it under as soon 
as you please; or you may open your 
bedding furrows for corn or cotton, 
atrew the manure in them and list on 
the same, applying two, three, four or 
more tons per acre according to your 
own wishes. Spread it directly from 
the wagon or cart, whether to be 
broadcasted or put in bedding furrows. 
Before listing on the furrowg, or af- 
terward, you can apply the proper pro- 
portions of acid phosphate and potash 
—according to the crops you expect to 
grow and in the ng tae me so often 
given in Formula No. 1, for corn, and 
Formula No. 2, for cotton; say forcorn, 
1,000 pounds acid phosphate, 40 pounds 
of nitrate of potash and 1,200 pounds 
of cotton seed meal—the amount being 
for 6 to 8 acres or more. You may 
leave out, for each ton of lot manure 
you shall apply per acre, about 100 
pounds of cotton meal. In other 
words, consider the ton of lot manure 
the equivalent of one ton of lot man- 
ure.. oF r cotton, use 1,000 pounds acid 
phosphate, 75 of muriate (or 4 times 
as much kKainit) and 671 pounds of 
cotton seed meal, making allowanee 
as before for the lot manure you will 
have already applied. If sandy, piney 
woods soil, use 50 per cent more muri- 
In 
the second place, as I have often and 
most strenuously advised, you cannot 
afford to use sound cotton seed as a 
fertilizer, but should exchange seed 
for cotton meal. [ quote the  tiast 
sentence of said editorial. as follows:

bathed legs and the swelling is gone 
down considerably, but she is wollen 
considerably just below the rectum to 
her bag and one aside of it is swollen 
some. Sh2 eats very well. corn and 
roughness, but I cut out the corn. I 
have given her linseed oil, stock pow- 
ders sassafras tea, watermelon seed tea, 
a little borax, etc., and don’t see that 
anything does any good. 

Answer—tThis case 
hardly admits of 
complete diagnosis 
mere description of the Symp- 
toms recognized by cm layman 
or non-expert. I think it is one of 
suppression of the urirfe caused prob- 
ably by paralysis of the bladder, and 
there are also complications.

Mean- 
time draw the urine, if necessary, by 
means of a catheter. After relieving 
the bladder trouble you may give a 
general tonic, as follows: Mix together 
4 ozs. each of saltpeter and copperas, 
well powdered, and divide into 24 
powders. Once a day boil a teacup of 
flaxseed to a pulp with 1 or 2 gallons 
of water and while hot pour it over 
half-pail of bran and make a mash 
of it. When cool put one of the pow- 
ders in it and give every night. 
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MEASURING CORN IN THE CRIB. 

A. W. Muse & Co., Albany, Ga.—Can 
you give us a safe rule for calculating 
the contents or capacity of a corn crib 
in bushels of ear corn; or, in other 
words, how many pounds of shelled 
corn to the cubic foot of ear corn? 

Answer—rThere is no rule for esti- 
mating the number of bushels of shell- 
ed corn that would measure out from 
a crib of corn in the ear that may be 
relied on in every case. This is be- 
cause a given bulk of corn in the ear, 
the ears being short and having small 
cobs, will turn out more than will the 
same bulk of large ears having large 
cobs. A esafe rule, or one that will 
approximate the truth, is as follows: 

Multiply the length, breadth and 
height of the mass, in feet, to get the 
cubic feet. * Then cut off the two right- 
hand figures of the product and mul- 
tiply the remaining number by 42. 

us: Suppose the corn in the ear is 
level on top in an ordinary crib, and 
the mass measures 15 feet each way 
by 12 feet in depth. Then 15 times 15 
times 12 equals 2.760 cubic feet. Cut off 
the two right-hand figures and mul- 
tiply the remaining 27 by 42 and we 
have 1,184 bushels of shelled corn. 
This rule, stated in shorter terms, is: 
Take 42 per cent of the cubic feet in 
the mass of corn in the ear and the 
result will be the number of bushels 
of shelled corn. 

Estimating by the above rule, the re- 
sult will be below the truth if the ears 
are short and the cobs small and well 
filled, and vice versa. The most cor- 
rect way would be to fill a large dry 
goods box of known. gs eyed in cubic 
feet, fill it level full of the ears as they 
were in the crib, shell and measure (or 
weigh) it. For illustration, suppose 
the box be 4 times 4 times 2, equals 48 
cubic feet. If so, then the crib, or mass 
above measured, or a mass 15 times 1 
times 12, equals 2,700 cubic feet, woul 
fill the box about 56 1-4 times. You 
have only to shell out the boxfull of 
ears, weigh the shelled corn and mul- 
tiply by 56 1-4, in order to find the 
total number of bushels of shelled corn 
in the mass contained in the crib.
